Colombian Government Finds Many 


Constitutional Obsticles in

Term Demand Blackmail.

Adopts Law Compelling New Organiza- 


tions to Become Registered 


Rate Association*. • 


Milwaukee. \Vls Aug. 29.—The na- 


tional fraternal congress came to a 
close Friday night after action on the 
proposed uniform bill containing thir- 
ty-three sections. 
Until section :ili 


•was reached most of the discussion 
•was confined to legal phraseology, but 
at this section tin- Htorm broke. 


Section 30 provides that all organi- 


sations hereafter organized nluill be- 
come "registered rate associations." 
This means the adoption of specified 
rates. Old organizations may become 
so at ttielr option. 
Section 31 pro- 


Tides that all of these registered rate 
associations shall Hie annual reports, 


. from which the commissioner shall 


compute the net value of every cer- 
tificate in force among the members 
of the society. 


If on such computation the commis- 


sioner finds that Hie reserve of the HO- 
doty Is not sufficient to cover the value 
of the certificate he shall order the de- 
ficiency made up, or the difference de- 
ducted from each certificate. Section 
32 defines the word association as used 
In the measure, and section 33 repeals 
all Jaws In conflict with the measure. 
Section 31 was adopted by a vote of 
104 to 87.
